The door having been unlocked by the Pastor and opened by the President of the 
Congregation, the Pastor shall say: 


Lift up your heads, O ye gates, and be ye lifted up, ye everlasting doors, and the 
King of Glory shall come in. Enter into His gates with thanksgiving and into His 
courts with praise.

Historical Sketch of 
Griffith Lutheran Church 


At a meeting of interested persons, held January 12, 1941, a decision 
was reached to organize a Lutheran congregation in Griffith, Indiana. 
A total of eighteen communicant members formed this nucleus. Much 
support for this venture came from the Mission Board of the English 
District of the Lutheran Church — Missouri Synod. 


+ 


The Rev. Hugo Goetz became the first Pastor of the congregation on 
June 1, 1941. At first services were held in a classroom of the Franklin 
School, and then later in the Town Hall. 


- 


The house of worship at Griffith and Miller was dedicated on November 
27, 1942. The cost of that building was only $13,000 since most of the 


work was done by the pastor and members.

In 1948 our congregation became self-supporting. Also in that same year 
a Parsonage was built at 406 North Cline.

The second pastor of our congregation was the Rev. Walter E. Holm, 
who was installed on January 30, 1955.
